THE Plants of this Volume are continued from thoſe which compoſed the laſt; being 
parts of the ſame extenſive Claſs, the greateſt in all Vegetable Nature. They have 
been ſcattered over the works of modern writers; as little, and obſcure differences in the 
filaments or ſtyle diſpoſed them, fo that the whole have not been brought to view together. 
We ſhall be allowed ſome praiſe for reſcuing them from forced connections, and unnatural 
combinations : and it cannot but be a pleaſure to a mind capable of entertaining an idea 
of the order of creation, aud conſequently of receiving a view of its connected parts, 
to ſee the whole together. 


THERE can be no doubt but that a Flower of one piece is a plain, a certain, and an ob- 


vious diſtinction; and it will be ſeen, now all which have that character are brought to- 


gether, that nothing can be more regular than their progreſſion in the ſcale of Nature : 
we are happy that this is ſo far conſiſtent with this artificial arrangement, that it will in 
great part appear here; though not in its perfection till hereafter ; when in the ſucceed- 
ing part of this work, all the diſtinctions of Claſs and Genus being laid aſide, Plants will 
follow one another as God created them. 


Ix this volume, as in the preceding, little will be ſaid of the virtues of Plants; for the 
proper place for that enquiry will be in the natural diſpoſition of the Species juſt mentioned: 
their very place there leading to it univerſally. In the mean time the little that is ſaid may 
be depended on; and for the reſt, tis better to be ignorant than to be milled.

but the Flowers are of a celeſtial blue.

THis is a Perennial, native of our woods and thickets, but not common; a Plant of ten 
inches high, flowering in June. The Leaves are of a freſh, but ſomewhat yellowiſh 
green; the Stalk is pale and yellowiſh; the Flowers are numerous, and of a very 
beautiful blue. 

We owe the knowledge of this Plant to Merret, who found it near Adforton in Here- 
fordihire, where it ſtill grows; but Merret's account was lightly regarded till Dillenius, 
who found the fame Plant at Elbery Hill near Worceſter, figured it and aſcertained its 
diſtinctive Character. It has been ſince found in Budden Wood near Lopghborough in 
Leiceſterſhire by Mr. Pultney. |

TH1s is a Biennial, native of dry paſtures in many parts of England; a handſome 
Plant of a foot and half high, flowering in June. The Leaves are of a ſtrong, but not 
very delicate green ; the Stalk is brown ; and the Flowers are blue. 

Tur Root of this Plant is tender, juicy; and very nouriſhing : it was once in faſhion at 
our tables, but things much inferior have put it out of uſe. Ignorant Gardeners took up 
the Root when the Plant was flowering, and being then hard it grew out of credit. I 
have found that the Roots of the firſt Autumn and Winter after ſowing are excellent. 

Foop ſeems to have been earlier ſought in Plants than phyſick, for this is the firſt 
Bellflower that was known after the revival of letters. Brunfelfius figured it in 1532 ; but 
tis an indifferent and imperfect repreſentation. Tragus gave a leſs but better cut of it in 
1539. Fucliſius in 1542, gave a more pompous but leſs accurate figure: and a little 
after him, Dorſtenius, who tranſlated Eucharius Rhodion, gave another, taken inaccurately 
from Tragus ; and much inferior; though copied by too many ſince. All theſe Authors 
conſidered the Plant as eſculent, and as ſuch it is ſpoken of down to Gerrard and 
Parkinſon. Some have thought this the Sifarun of Dioſcorides; aud the Root Tiberius 
dignified with his oſtentatious approbation. Indeed there is nothing in the little 
Dioſcorides has ſaid that contradicts the opinion; and in truth the particular terms in which 
he mentions it, the delicate flavour and ſtomachick virtue ſeem to me to agree better with 
this than with the Skirret, which moſt have thought he meant. 


6. FILMY BELLFLOWER.

THis is a Perennial, native of our woods and thickets, and of the ſhaded road ſides 
in many Parts of England ; a Plant of two Foot and a half high, flowering in July and 
Auguſt. The Leaves are of a dull and ſomewhat browiſh green ; the Stalk is firm, up- 


right and brown ; the Flowers are very large, elegant, and of a glorious blue ; the 
Seed-veſſels arc brown. 


Tris is a Plant known as long as from the days of Tragus, but not by the firſt 
Writers after the revival of letters. Both he and Fuchſius have given very good Figures 
of it; and what is worthy of notice, both ſpeak of it as a Plant of great virtue againſt 
ſore throats, and diſorders of the mouth, particularly the falling of the uvula. Tragus, 
to whom (p. 927.) we owe the firſt repreſentation of it, tells us the Germans called it by 
a name commemorating this, and he thence names it Uvularia ; and Fuchſius adds to 
theſe its qualities his opinion, that it might be of excellent uſe in other ulcerations. Tis 
ſtrange ſo eaſy and well-atteſted a remedy in a caſe ſo common and fo troubleſome ſhould 
be now utterly loſt and unknown, even by name, among Phyſicians.

Tris is a Perennial, native of Italy on high grounds under ſhade ; a Plant of near a yard 
high, flowering in Auguſt. The Leaves are browniſh on the upper ſide, and white and 
rough underneath. The Stalks are brown ; and the Flowers are of a dull and heavy blue.

The Leaves are graſſy and awl-ſhaped : the Flowers ſtand in a thick

This is a Biennial, native of the dry hills of Italy and Spain ; a very elegant and a moſt 
ſingular Plant, flowering from June to September. The Leaves are of a ſtrong freſh green ; 

The Stalk is 
of a rediſh brown, and hairy. The Flowers are of a ſtrong and lively crimſon, on which 
in ſome parts a little of the Bellflower blue is ſeen, giving it the hue of purple.

The Flowers ars 
of a chearful blue, and in very dry places ſometimes white. 


18. GLORIOUS BELLFLOWER.

TH1s is as common as the Throatwort in many parts of Germany; and ſo indeed are 
many of the others: Yet for more than a century after Botany began to reſtore itſelf there, 
the Writers knew only the two kinds here mentioned, the Rampion and Throatwort : fo 
flow have been the advances in this delightful ſcience.

Tuis is a Perennial, native of our high grounds in many parts of England; eſpecially 
the Northern counties, where indeed moſt of the Engliſh kinds grow in greateſt plenty 
and perfection, a Plant of a foot or little more in length, flowering in Auguſt. The 
Leaves are of a freſh and pleaſant green ; the Stalk is tender rib'd and greeniſh ; the 
Flowers are of a very delicate colour between red and blue ; a kind of purple, without the 
heavy deadneſs uſually in that colour.

The Stalk is pale ; the 
Leaves are of a whitiſh green; the Flowers are blue, but ſuch a blue as colours uſed by 
painters cannot repreſent ; the perfect colour of a pure ſky full lighted by the ſun.

The Stalk is pale, rough, and a foot and 
half in heighth ; the Leaves are whitiſh and rugged ; the Flowers are of a very ſingular 
colour; it is a pale crimſon tinged with a glow of purple. Sometimes alſo, as in many 
other of the Bellflowers, they are white.

The Leaves are lanced and waved; the Stalk is ſimple and erect; the 
Flowers ſtand out upon long Footſtalks, and the Cup covers the 
Sced-veſſels.

Tunis is a Perennial ; a very beautiful and noble Plant, two foot in heighth, and covered 
over with majeſtic Flowers from July to October. It is a native of the woods of Italy 
and Germany, but has been many years a favourite in our gardens, and a theme of rap- 
ture for the Botanic writers, who call it Viola Mariana. The Stalk is brown ; the Leaves 
are of a pale green colour and rough ſurface, but the Flowers make amends in beauty ; 
they are very large, and naturally of a moſt delicate colour, between crimſon and violet, 
a pale but lively purple: but they are ſometimes perfectly blue, and often altogether 


white.

THis is a Perennial, native of the Canary Iflands ; a moſt ſingular and extremely 
beautiful Plant, flowering in Auguſt. The Stalk is pale, tender, and four foot high ; 
the Leaves are of a freſh and fine green, the Flowers are yellow, a colour very ſingular 
among the Bellflowers : they are very large; and it is no ſmall addition to their beauty, 
that they hang in a regular and elegant manner. 


26. SPURRED BELLFLOWER.

Character of the Species. Campanula fruticoſa. 


The Stalk is woody; the Leaves are ſhort and awl-ſhaped, and they ſtand 
out like the rowels of a ſpur. The Footſtalks of the Flowers are very 
long.

Tuis is a Perennial, native of the Cape of Good Hope; a woody Plant of great 

beauty, flowering in June. The Stalks lean upon the ground at their Baſe, and grow to 

two or three foot in length ; they are brown, woody, and very much branched; the 


Leaves are of a dark and duſky green : the Flowers are innumerable, and their colour is a 
fine blue. 


27. VENUS BELLFLOWER.

Character of the Species. Campanula ſpeculum Venetis. 


The Stalk divides into many ſcattered branches; the Leaves are oblong 
and dented, and the Cups are longer than the Flower. Fig. 3. as. 


THis is an Annual, native of the South of France, as alſo of many other of the ſouthern 
parts of Europe; a Plant of ten inches in length, which lies in great part on the ground, 
and flowers all ſummer. The Stalk is tinged with brown ; the Leaves are of a ſtrong 
green, the Flowers are of a violet blue. It is common with us in gardens, and has there 
Flowers deeper than wild ; and ſometimes, on the other hand, white. 


28. BRIGHT-ETED BELLF LOW ER.

The Stalk has Branches from its Baſe, the Leaves are oblong and waved.

Tuts is an Annual, a native of Thrace and of Siberia; a Plant of five or fix inches 
high, moſt exceedingly branched, and covered with innumerable Flowers all Summer, like 
our Venus Looking-glaſs, only they are much larger and finer ; the Stalk is of a dirty 
green ; the Leaves are of a ſtrong green ; the Flowers are of a beautiful blue. 


30. WHORLY BELLFLOWER.

The Leaves are heart-ſhaped, deeply dented, and embrace the Stalk ; the 
Flowers ſtand in whorly cluſters round the Stalk at its joints, pig,2. «4c. 


Tr1s is an Annual, native of Virginia; a Plant of eight or ten inches in heighth, 
very ſingular, though not of great beauty, and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is brown ; 
the Leaves are of a ſtrong and fine green; the Flowers are of a cœleſtial blue when they 


open perfectly, but that is not often the caſe; The Plant has leſs the aſpect of the Bell- 
flowers than almoſt any of the kinds.

TH1s is an Annual, native of Spain and of the South of France; a pretty little Plant, 
not exceeding ſeven or eight inches in length, and flowering in July and Auguit. The 
Stalk is ſlender, and of a delicate red; the Leaves are of a freſh and pleaſant green; 
the Flowers are of a violet purple, but with leſs blue than in that Flower. There ap- 
pears ſomething ſingular in the inequality of ſegments in this Flower, as allo in its Seed- 
veſſels, but it is as well ranged here as it can be in an artificial method ; when we come to 
arrange Plants as they ſtand in Nature, far from giving any perplexity by its irregular ſtruc- 


ture, it will be found one of thoſe frontier kinds which connect the Genera, deſtroying 
their diſtinctions.

The Stalk is crimſon ; the Leaves are 
of a dark and ſhining green; the Flowers are of a very beautiful crimſon, partaking more 
or leſs of the violet. On my low wall at Bayſwater, I had them white about four years 
ſince, though it is a place perfectly well ſhaded and watered.

In a new 
Rampion raiſed this year at Kew, and to be deſcribed preſently, though the Flowers ſtand 
naturally cloſe in the boſon of the upper Leaves, yet, from an accident to the head of a 
Plant, there roſe Flowers ſtom the boſoms of ſome lower Leaves on Footſtalks two inches 
or more in length; one, two, or three together; giving the Plant ſo different an appearance, 
that I could with difficulty perſuade a phyſician of great learning then preſent, that the 
Species was the ſame.

It is ſingular, that we never had any Species of Rampion from 
America before; and indeed in this, the ſegments of the Flower are conſiderably broader 
than in any Rampion elſe, and ſeem to give it place as a frontier Plant, between the 
Bellflower and this Genus, connecting them, as all Genera are connected in nature. 


Tr1s is an incident not uncommon in the American Plants; and it may ſeem ſtrange 
that, in a regular progreſſive Series, and ſuch the whole vegetable world is undoubtedly, 
ſome intermediate kinds ſhould be placed in a quarter of the globe remote from all the 
reſt ; but the fact is certain: and till ſo great an addition to the knowledge of Plants as the 
laſt century brought us, was attained, it would have been impoſſible to have traced that 
Series with any tolerable proſpe& of advantage. Even' yet I am afraid many more 
Species muſt be known before it can be accompliſhed.

I Have wondered often that a Plant of ſo much beauty ſhould be ſo little ſeen in our ' 
gardens : it is raiſed eaſily enough from Seed, or will raiſe itſelf continually if once eſta- 
bliſhed in the ground; and it will particularly ſuit thoſe low walls, which are now built 
with rubbiſh in good gardens for the reception of rock, and wall Plants; this being one 
which delights to grow among rocks, or in the cracks of ſtones.

Phyſicians may find in it a better 
medicine than many nauſeous and diſguſtful ones in common uſe. The Roots have the 
greateſt virtue; and a tincture in ſpirit a little ſtronger than what is called Proof, is the 
beſt way of giving it.

Whether the pulpy 
Fruit grows red or black in ripening I cannot fay ; what I have ſeen were green, but with 
a great deal of the reſemblance of a berry.

THis is a Perennial, of four feet high, flowering in Auguſt, native of our river ſides 
and marſhy grounds; a regular, ſtately, and elegant Plant, which but for the diſad- 
vantage of being of our own growth, would be admitted as an ornament of gardens. The 
Stalk is greyiſh ; the Leaves are of a fine green; the Flowers, which are innumerable, are 
of a ſtrong fine yellow. Lyſimachus gave name to this Plant; it was his ſovereign remedy 
for wounds. Thoſe who called it Looſeſtrife in our language, ſeem to have adopt- 
ed the idle origin of its old name, which ſeems to be compoſed of two Greek words, ſig- 
nifying to break the combat ; and have told us, that if bulls going to fight taſte of it, they 
ceaſe from the contention : ſo fad a thing is learning without knowledge. Tragus and 
Fuchſius have figured this Plant ; both well, and both from nature.
